whi ch is about one-tenth of this size and | don't
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think we want to do that.

MS. TW LA YEDNOCK: It's on.

My name is Twila Yednock and | live in
Otawa, Illinois at the confluence of the Fox and
Il1inois Rivers. It is of the upnost inportance to

the public good and in the public's best interest to
have case 06-0706 reopened. Pl ease, review this
deci si on. It took nearly 50 pages to recap the
testinony on the LaSalle at that Wedron route, yet
only 3 pages are devoted to the Wedron to Ottawa
segnment s. Yes, 3. The bottomline is that a
devel oper's | obbyist |awyer flinflamed the City of
Ottawa into a side agreenment and then dragged Ameren
into it. The cheapest, easiest, |east disruptive and
| east destructive route was discarded.

| doubt the I CC has personally seen
t he various choices, but | assure you that running

the lines down a highway right of away is a better
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choice than the incredible cost of building through
the Fox River Valley, running right through a dense
forest, sometimes next to and always within a quarter
mle of the Fox, 9 mles of trees 100 feet w de nust
be bull dozed and roads built for both construction
and mai ntenance, it's a vall ey. Sonme of the terrain
is steeply sloped so denuding it results in erosion,
wat er runoffs, sludging, flooding and then massive
herbicide use in order to permanently prevent the
right of way from being green. Contrast that to
running the |ines down a highway. Trucks on that
busy road don't care, but it matters to the eagles
and the rest of what lives in the forest.

The railroad already has derail ments
due to erosion on the hillside. | mgi ne the disaster
when there are no trees to hold that hillside.
| mgi ne those rail cars tumbling down to the river or
worse, rolling into the towers holding 138,000 volts
in the air.

Is it in the public interest to choose
a route that flies in the face of sense and reason

t hat costs nore that will always cost nore, year

after year? Is it in the public interest to set
asi de the thousands of pages of evidence and let a
side deal make that decision? Wong is always going
to be wrong. This m stake once made will not be
easily renmedi ed.

Od growth forest and the beauty of
the Rivers' wooded sandstone bluffs cannot somehow be
made to appear somewhere else. They will be gone,

replaced with 90-foot poles to view fromthe river.

You will have preserved a truck-|adened hi ghway
i nstead. | urge you to reopen. The public interest
does require it. This decision makes a travesty of

the siting process.

The chosen route is a m stake and
m st akes are hard to admt, but the bigger one wil
be letting it stand. No one is living without power,
the urgency Ameren's claim is just not there. Power
for future subdivisions, for plans, will conme and be
wel come but you must not sacrifice this beautiful
river valley in the name of unneeded and unwarrant ed
hast e.

Pl ease, |'m asking you reopen 06-0706
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in honor of the public interest.

CHAI RMAN BOX: That's fine.

M. Kirk Smth, you have 3 m nutes,
pl ease.

MR. KIRK SM TH: My name is Kirk Smth and
appreci ate the opportunity to comment on 06-0706.
Specifically, the routing of the Ottawa-Wedron
segment . | do live 35 feet from the routing and
own a business that will be affected by the routing;
but due to two degrees in electrical engineering and
a former enployee by Indiana Power, | feel like I can
wel | understand Ameren's needs. | went to the public
hearing about this project. | was concerned enough
to corner the Ameren project engineers. | asked
about the proximty of homes in the Dayton area. I

was told it was a horrible problem Further, | was
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told they considered the inmpact on the Fox River
Val | ey. Peopl e can be reluctantly rel ocated but a
river valley cannot, it will be destroyed forever. I
was told by Ameren enpl oyees that this routing was so
ridiculous that Ameren would never support it. So |
quitely went home and slept well at night until | got
my certified letter this spring, conveniently a few
days after the appeal period had expired.

| understand that you can reopen these
cases if it's in the public interest. I think it
woul d be in the public interest to save a river
val | ey. | spent yesterday with I DNR documenting the
bal d eagle habitat that would be destroyed, she was
appalled to hear about this. Saturday | got a chance
to speak to Governor Quinn, he didn't seem real happy
about it. The Dayton Township Board and the City
Council of Ottawa have passed resolutions against it.
Every one that |'ve talked to that's considered the
evidence in this case concludes that the public
interest would be very well served by routing over
farm fields versus destroying a river valley, a
tourism destination and an econom c resource for the

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entire comunity.

Now I know that Ameren has said that
reopening this case would delay the provisioning of
power to the area. Pl ease remenber, though, that
this line would form a redundant circuit. The Wedron
substation could easily be operational after
compl etion of only the uncontested LaSalle Wedron
line providing for all anticipated power needs for
the area. True, the redundancy would be del ayed a
period of time, but the 15 years I've lived in the
area, | can't remember any outages due to | ack of
redundancy in this transm ssion system  Chances are
good that a delay of even a few years woul d not
i mpact the public at all. In the meantime, alternate
routings can be fairly considered to have a nuch
smal | er inpact to the public.

A two-stage deploynment of these two
lines would sinply best serve the public interest and
| encourage you to reopen this docket and protect the
public interest in this matter. It just seems |iKke,
to me, it's the right thing to do. Thank you for
giving me the tinme.

MATTHEW NEL SON: First, | want to thank you
for allowing us to speak. My name is Matthew Nel son
and | represent Ottawa Airport and the tens of
t housands of people that visit the airport each year.
Ottawa Airport is home to the |argest skydiving
center in the M dwest, Skydive Chicago.

Now, | would |Iike you to imagine
sitting at home relaxing and you hear your phone
ring. Wthout thinking, you obviously walk over to
your phone and you pick it up. On the other end, a
man's voice starts to tell you that your |oved one,
with some friends, went for a skydive and
unfortunately, he's |landed in 90-foot tall, 138,000

volt power lines. And, in fact, your |loved one isn't

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going to come home tonight. In fact, we're still
trying to figure out how to get him out of these
lines that are 90 feet tall. That man's voice would
be mne and | would have to live with the fact that

t hese power |ines never had to go through our
property to begin with. |'d have to live with the
fact that meetings sponsored by Anmeren stated that we
didn't have to worry about the route being chosen
because it was the nost expensive and | east

econom cal route.

| would know that | stood before the
board of the Illinois Commerce Comm ssion that has
t he power to reopen and | pleaded nmy case to them not
to choose this route and not cause |loss of life. No
ot her route has this damage i nmposed on it, so why
choose this route?

Skydi ve Chicago was a vision of ny
father, Roger Nelson. W took some vacant farnl and
adj acent to the Fox River and built his dream \%Y,
famly sacrificed everything we had to make his dream
conme true. It took over 3 years and hundreds of

t housands of man hours to conplete. A few years ago,

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| was given notice by ny neighbor that the meeting
was conducted on the south side of the -- in the
south side of Ottawa pertaining to these new power
lines that needed to be installed. | attended this
meeting and spoke to a few Ameren representatives who
were very hel pful despite the tough arrangenent. On
the information that was handed out, | saw that we
were the second alternate route. The main route up
71 was the primary and most |ikely route to be
chosen. Fast forward to 2009, when | received ny
certified letter in the mail and you can see the
surprise that | had.

Skydi ve Chicago is honme to the 2002,
2007 and the upcom ng 2010 U.S. National Skydiving
champi onshi ps. W've set 3 world records there and
do an average of 75,000 junps in a season, including
65 first-timers comng nostly from the Chicagol and
area. SDC is home of the Gol den Knights Arny
Parachute Team when they visit Chicago. It's been at
its location 11 years and the client base is in the
tens of thousands.

On behalf of Ottawa Airport and

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Skydi ve Chicago and the thousands of people that use

the facility, |I'm asking you to reopen the
Docket 06-0706 on your own notion. If not, | worry
t hat someone will die. In fact, |I'm so certain that

it's not a matter of if, but when. The |ines that go
t hrough the -- that lines that are going to be routed
t hrough the property go through our secondary | andi ng
area. We've cleared this area specifically along the
river to give people the option to |land there instead
of choosing the river. When you're skydiving, you're
at the mercy of the wind and you have to use that to

your advantage. Sonetinmes students, people |earning

how to jump, aren't always the best decision makers

and we've made this option available to them

Trusting in the reassurance that 1'd
got from Ameren engineers, | wasn't at the last |ICC
meeting where the Fox River Route was chosen. ' m

curi ous what other people's arguments were when
fighting to nove it to the rail net route. Did they
say lives were of at stake? Did they say thousands
of trees were going to be destroyed? 1Is it going to
di srupt bald eagle nesting grounds? They had to have

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live in Ottawa where the route will devastate ny
communi ty. | attended a meeting in April 6th of 2006
where Ameren enployees told me the route up Chanpaign
Street and the Fox River would never be selected. I
believe they were sincere in their remarks. I

believe that they told me what they felt was the

truth.

After years of doing environment work,
| was relieved until | got ny registered letter from
Ameren wanting to purchase an easenent. The probl ens

with this route are many: Lack of consideration of
evi dence, much higher costs in the engi neering
estimates conpared to other routes, |oss of tourism
revenue to the community, endangered species al ong
the route, bald eagles, |Indiana bats and nore,
destruction of 100 to 150 foot (sic) of forest, and
future defoliant weed killer run off into the Fox
River and the Illinois River, erosion problems, train
derail ments, potentially, Skydiver deaths at Skydive
Chi cago, which is just a few mles fromnmy home.

| beg your consideration to reopen the

Docket 06-0706. Pl ease do your best to protect the

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public interests.

This photo is from
the east side of the Dayton Street bridge show ng the
west bank of the Fox river. All of these trees wl
be gone. | have a photo showi ng the alternate
| andi ng area for skydivers and |I'm going to | eave
t hese photos with you. The areas just touching the
Fox River that are clear are where skydivers | and
when they are not going to be able to make it back to
the airport. The poles will be along the railroad
tracks. That will |eave a skydiver, who perhaps made
a bad judgment in deciding to try to get back to the
airport, a choice of either landing in the river or
trying to avoid 138,000 volts, not a good choice by
anyone's i magi nati on.

| also have a photo from the Dayton
Street bridge showing the east bank of the Fox River
and the like, limestone formations and | have that to
show you how scenic that area is. | can think of
nothing more in the public interest than preserving
the Fox River and preserving the ecol ogy. Nati ona
Geographic this nonth has an article about the tal

trees in California and what was done to save those

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trees. The Nati onal Geographic channel is showi ng
epi sodes of the preservation of the national parks
and how that was fought by commercial interest and
how comercial interest attenpted to degrade it.
That's the same thing that's happeni ng here. | adopt

everything that Kirk Sm th said. He said, This is a

redundant |i ne. It isn't the essential line, a
redundant |line has to be built but delaying the
redundant line isn't going to delay the power.

| also have a photo of the Ottawa
Ai rport that shows where the paved runway is. It
shows where the grass runway is and it, |ikew se,
along the river shows open areas where skydivers | and
if they can't make it back to the airport. W have
six or seven people a year who land in that area.
That's six or seven people a year who would have to
deci de whether to land in the water or land -- or try
to avoid the power |ines.

| think had the Comm ssion known, had
Judge Al bers known of the existence of the airport
and the magnitude of its operation, had he known of
the plan to clear-cut 150 feet or 100 feet of trees,

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"' m not sure which, his decision would have been
different. It's clear the decision was made because
the Route 71 objectors objected and it's clear that
it is not the preferred route, it wasn't even
Ameren's preferred route.

Ri ver route and in absence of any objections for the
Fox River route, | recommended the Conm ssion go
ahead and adopt that. There's |anguage on Page 65 of
the order, though, expressing concerns about the |ack
of a full record on that particular route.
